Hours For Female labor. 

London, Feb. 2-1. — There wusa five hours, 
debate to-day in the House of Commons 
upon tho bill introduced by Mr. Andrew 
Provand, one of the members for Glasgow, 
limiting the time women should be allowed 
to work in f .ctories to 74 hours per week.

COMMENT ON THE KAISER 

His Sensational Speech— Impregsed With tho 
Idea That He is 11 Dlvinfc Agent. 

Berlin, Feb. 24. — The speech of tho Em- 
peror at the Banquet of tho Brandonbur- 
gers in which he indulged in one of his de- 
clarations that bo would lead the Empire to 
glory and »ould brook 110 opposition to his 
methods, is tho sensation of the hour. The 
consensus of opinion is that the 
speech was a very indiscreet one; 
but the Emperor has committed 
so many indiscretions of this kind, that no 
great surprise is created by the mo3t recent 
instance. The strong resemblance between 
this utterance, and the famous threat made 
on a similar occasion over a year ago, that 
the Emperor would "grind to powder those 
who opposol him," is freely commented 
upon. The statement was made at tho 
time of that declaration, that the Kaiser 
had indulged somewhat liberally in wine 
before delivering his tpcech. Peoplo are 
now saying the same thing about his 
conduct at the Brandenburg banquet. 
But in his calmest moments he 
i^ inspired by the firm conviction that he is 
a Divine agent, and his inscription in the 
golden b jnk of Munich to the cll'ect that he 
was Supreme Ruler by tho grace of God, 
was a mere acknowledgment of this feeling, 
aud not intended as a snub to tho King of 
Bavaria. At least this is the exp'anation 
given by those who claim to understand 
his character well. The Emperor does not 
need the exaltation that comes of wine, 
therefore, to imbue him with tho idea that 
10 is invincible against his enemies.

CRUSHED BY A CHIMNEY. 

Extcnslvo Mills in Yorkshire Dr-stroyed- 
Jlany Lives Lost— Number* llalmcd 
For Life. 



London, Feb. 24.— Tho large chimney of 
Thornton's Mills, located at Checkheaton, 
Yorkshire, fell to-day. Tho chimnoy was 
over ISO feet high, and idniost completely 
demolished tho mills. The number of 
killed iu 13 and of injured V2. 
Tho snrvivors say that they heard 
iv terrible rumbling sound, which 
seemed to ooine from the chimney. 
The great stack quivered and swayed and 
then toppled over from tho top, at first 
keeping the chimney form and then burst- 
ing into an nvalanche of brick, mortar and 
duat, which fell with terrific force upon the 
mills. All tho employes heard tho warning 
sound, and although they did not know 
what was the matter, the work stopped in- 
stantly aud many made a rush for the exits. 
Then came tho vast mass of material, 
crushing tho mills liko an oggeholl, nnd 
everything was hidden by tho cloud of dust 
that arose, denso and suffocating, 
The reecuers went to work with 
a will. It waB found that portions 
of tho mills remained standing, but the 
occupants could not escape except by the 
windows ; other means of exit having been 
cut off. Ladders and fire escapes were 
raised, and the employes were helped to tho 
ground, It was dangerous work, for the 
patches of walls seemed to reel aud shirk"., 
and threatened every moment to fall 
beneath tho weight of tho rotcuers 
and rescued. Ono poor woman, 
widow, stond at a window, while 
her littlo children, four in number, and

Urgency of the Demands of" C.l'.R. Conrtnctors 
and Brakemen— Death of a Prominent 
Priest. 

WiNNlt'KO, Feb. 24.— It is said that the 
negotiations which have been in progress 
between the C. P. R. officials and the con- 
ductors and brakomcn of tho road, regard- 
ing a readjustment of tho scale of wages, 
has reached a critical point. There must 
soon either be a settlement of the question 
at issuo or a strike. The demand of the 
conductors and brakenien involves an in- 
crease of pay. They want the standard of 
wages which obtains in the Western 
States to bo adopted here that standard 
gives passenger conductors $3 per 100 miles, 
and brakenien iu proportion. The standard 
in forco nt present on the C. P. R. gives 
passenger conductors S93 per month, and 
freight conducsors §2 05 per 10') miles, and 
brakenien are paid at the same rate. The 
conductors and brakenien nro firm in their 
demands.

-will be admitted into the present portion of 
the building. Any woman can become a 
member by the payment of 52.50 annually 
and any person may become an Honorary 
Director by paying §100, and a Life Patron 
by paying §500, while each gentleman donor 
-of $100 is entitled to bo listed as a Honorary 
Lifo Member. Tho present officers are Mrs 
. Sarah Sulsbury,' president; Mrs. Amy Beck 
ingsale, first vice-president; Mrs. Emily 
Mary Phillips, second vice-president; Mrs.

Captain Pittcndrigh returned from Yale

It appears the de- 
censed and a man named Davitt had been 
employed cutting wood for the Hudson Bay 
company, at Texas Lake. They wont to 
Yale on Sunday morning for provisions, and 
managed to get liquor during the prohib- 
ited hours, and were soon in a stato of in- 
toxication. Thoy left Yalo at 3 p. in., and 
after walking three miles, entered tho In- 
dian cabin and UHkod for something to cat. 
They were given a good meal, and then 
jinado up their minds to stay all night. 
Davitt had liquor with him* and both men 
drank heavily and then fell asleep. The 
Indian man and woman went to bed in tho 
next room, and about 10 o'clock were awak- 
ened to find tho house on fire. Attempting to 
get into the kitchen to take out tho men, 
iliey were driven bick by tho flames, and, 



going outside, broke in a small kitchen 
window, through which they manuged to 
drug Davitt. After carrying this man, who 
was badly burned, to a place of safety, they 
wore returning to get Johnson when the 
roof fell in, and the unfortunate man was 
burned to a crisp in a very short time. 
Davitt decamped in tho morning, and has 
not sinco been aeon. Two dogs were also 
burned in tho (ire, and tho unfortunate 
Indians lo3t everything they possessed. The 
verdict of tho Coroner's jury was that the 
deceased came to his deuth accidentally, 
casually and by misfortune, while in a state 
of intoxication, bat by what meaii3 the lire 
origirated is unknown.

WELL QUALIFIED TO SPEAK. 

A Lecture that will be Worth Listening; to— 
Jlr. Wolley's Ideas About Kusula 
and the Russians. 

Tho lecture to bo given in tho Victoria 
Theatre by Capfc. CliveP. Woilcyon a short 
time iu " Russia," is bound to be very in- 
teresting, and no doubt this, coupled with 
the fact that tho proceeds aro to be devoted 
to the uid of tho starving Russian peasan- 
try, will fill the house to tho doors. Tho 
lecturer, unliko many \i ho essay to speak 
from tho public platform, is well qualified 
to tell people something of lifo in that vast un- 
known land that spreads over so much of the 
European continent, for he has had personal 
experience in fifty ways, and lias teen with 
hia own eyes the things ho will talk about. 
Ho was formerly British Vice-Consul in 
Southern Russia, and has explored consider- 
able tracts of country iu the Caucasians, be- 
ing tho first Englishman to return from that 
region and give to tho world, in writing, 
news of its history, appearance, and re- 
sources. Sinco ho resigned his consular 
position, ho has visited Russia several times 
in the service of the Intelligence Depart- 
ment of the English army, and in search of 
sport, besides bearing on several of his 
visits credentials from the Loudon Morning 
Post, as its representative. 

His object, principally, in giving this 
lecture is to induce British Colum- 
bians to subscribe something towards 
thn assistance and relief of a white peasantry, 
suffering the last extremes of starvation in 
tho principal corn growing districts of 
Russia. Mr. Wolley, in speaking to a 
Colonist reporter, yesterduy, said that 
however hostile British Columbians and 
Canadians, in general, might feel towards 
the Russian Government or the Russian 
nobility, they could have no reasonable 
ground for refusing to assist thoso for whom 
their very hostility to the Russian Govern- 
ment proved their sympathy. He has lived 
with both classes of the people, and his 
three years constant residence among them, 
aa well as his frequent visits sinco that 
time, make him a far more reliable witness 
than tho political refugees, who, up to the 
present, ure tho principal authorities on the 
atato of the country that has expatriated 
them. 

As before stated, the Government will 
pay for tho use of the theatre by Mr. 
Wolley, and it may be said that every cent 
of tho proceeds will be devoted to the 
object for which the lecturo ia given. Tho 
money will bo. sent direct to the starving 
people, not by any Russian agency, but 
through cither tho English Society of 
Friends, or tho society of which Lord Cole- 
ridge is at tho head.

The Association Meet and Discuss 
Matters of Importance to 
Shareholders- 

The Btiildiner an Assured Success, With 
a Splendid Start Financially— 
Grand Prospects- 



The fir6t general meeting of tlio share- 
holders of the B. C. Board of Trade Build- 
ing association (limited liubility), was held 
in the Board of Trade room?, yesterday 
afternoon. There were' present: Messrs. A.. 
0. Flunierfelt, C. B. Renouf, L. McQuade, 
R. Ward, A. W. More, A. M. Muir, L. 
Redon, A. G. Sargison, A. L. Belyea, H. F. 
Heistorman, F. Macgurn, J. II. Falconer, 
P. Sieelc, Thomas C. Sorby, J. H. Tood, 
Joshua Holland und J. Bryan. 

The meeting was called "for the purpose 
of electing directors and other preliminary 
business." 

Mr. Flumerfelt was invited to the chair, 
and, in calling the meeting to order, stated 
that a circular had been issued calling the 
shareholders together, hence the meeting, 
which he regretted was somewhat informal, 
inasmuch as the necessary legal procedure 
bad not been gone through. Owing to pro 
fessional engagements Mr. Booley, tneii 
legal adviser, was not present, and had not 
beenahlo to secure the letters patent for the 
association. That gentleman, however, 
hoped to have tho necessary steps taken by 
Thursday next. A few facts might, how 
ever, bo bubniitted to tho meeting, of im 
portunce. 

Tho secretary read tho circular convening 
the meeting, and the chairman said that it 
had been issued at tho suggestion of the 
council of tho Board of Trade, thinking 
that a few facts and figures would be of in- 
terest to tho subscribers. Lots 10 and 11, 
block 77, Bis'ion street, had been purchased 
from the Hudson Bay Company for $10,200. 
The purchase had been confirmed at the an- 
nual general meeting of the board in July 
last. The board was incorporated under an 
act which only allowed it to hold premises 
for its actual requirements. It was, there- 
fore, suggested that this building association 
bo incorporated under the Companies' Act, 
to acquire tho haul purchased by the Board 
of Trade, and to erect thoreon a building 
with suitable accommodation for the offices 
of the hoard, the remainder of the available 
space to bo arranged in suites of of- 
fices for renting. The estimated cost 
of tho building and income from rents of 
offices which accompanied this suggestion 
Bhowed a good margin of profit. The Board 
thereupon agreed to take fifty shuns of 
5100 each, on terms of agreement to be Bub- 
mikttd. A commit tea wus then named to 
receive plans for building, aud those select- 
ed had been submitted by Mr. A. Maxwell 
Muir, which wero approved by the Hoard. 
Another committee was named to solicit 
subscriptions for tho building. That com- 
mittee had secured the sale of 100 shares of 
§100 each, exclusive of tho 50 shares taken 
by tho Board cf Trade. Since thin, 
more Btock had been disposed of, and up to 
date there had been subscribed §'2G,'200. A 
sum of $5,500 had been paid to the Hudson's 
Bay Co. towards the site— $5,000 by the 
Board of Trade and $500 subscribed by Mrs. 
Dunsmuir. 

Mn, Ward thought tho report a very 
satisfactory one. It was, however, unfor- 
tunate that they were powerless to act that 
day, the necessary legal steps not having 
been taken in the matter of incorporation. 
Under the circumstances, und seeing that 
any action taken at the meeting would not 
be binding, ho moved on adjournment for 
two weeks. 

Mn. Macourn wasof opinion, that having 
met, they should have all the information 
possible. There was surely spirit enough 
in Victoria to Etart tho building free of 
debt. There wero only 140 shares to be 
taken up to complete the matter, and it 
would be interesting to bear from tho com- 
mittee appointed for the purposo how the 
sale of shares was proceeding. 

Mn. Ward pointed out that any action 
taken by the meeting was illegal. 

Tho loilowiug letter wus read from Hon. 
C. E. Pooley, acting for the association.

THE HAND OF DEATH 



Falls Upon two Well Known 
Much Inspected Residents 
of Victoria.

Mr. William Angus Passes Away in 
California, and Mr. E- Cook at 
the Jubilee Hospital. 



The telegraph, yesterday morning-, 
brought from California news of tho death 
of Mr. William Angus, a well-known resid- 
ent of this city, who Bought the warmer 
climate of the South a few montha ago for 
hie health, which was then irreparably- 
broken. Tho chango of climate did not 
effect the favorablo results hoped for, and 
tho news of Mr. Angus' demise was not un- 
expected. 

Tiie deceased wbb born in Bathgate, a. 
small towu 58 milos west, of Edinburgh, 51 
years ago, and was the youngest of a family 
of twelve. Ho was educated, as so many- 
Scotch boys aro, at the Pariah school, urd, 
after leaving school, ho went to Manchester, 
where he was engaged in cotton manufactur- 
ing; at the time ho left Englund, being a 
director in the firm of Holdsworth !c Gibb, 
limited. Early in life he displayed a par- 
tiality for public affairs. His first piece of 
work would be a good lesson to thoso who 
wish Parliament to legislate for them as to 
what hours they must work. Ho was much 
annoyed, when in a German export ware- 
house, by tho unnecessarily long hours 
which the hands had to work, and set about 
to contrive to prevent this. Ho hit on the 
plan of getting all the carrying companies 
to withdraw their wagons from the streets 
at (i p.m. These companies wero delighted 
to do this. The miserable carters were 
more than pleased, and tho Manchester 
warehousemen found that they could man- 
age their business by six every night, just as 
well, or perhaps better, than they did when* 
they were kept by dawdlers up to midnight. 

His principal work, however, wis 
a series of letters which appeared 
in tho Manchester Examiner and Times,, 
on the subject of traflic in livings in the 
Church of Enpland. The letters wero full 
of uproarious fun and merriment, no ecclesi- 
astical or legal phraseology being made use 
of, but always tho terms of the shop, the 
exchange or tho auction room. They 
caused great excitement. Every time a 
letter appeared, t he demand for the Ex- 
aminer was much higher than usual, and it 
was quite a sight on such mornings to see 
Manchester merchants reading and shaking; 
with laughter us they walked 10 their busi- 
ness. English Church men, of course, did' 
not like them, and good Bishop Eraser fairly- 
broke down, and wept like n child in tho 
pulpit, when attempting to apologise for 
the custom. The letters, or several of them, 
were republished in book form, and two 
editions wero Bold. They led to an enquiry 
into the whole system, by a Committee of 
the Houho of Lords, tho Earl of Heron fu- 
tile chair. On tho enquiry, the Chairman 
had the book alwuys beside him, and the 
investigation was conducted on its lines. 

The late Mr. Angus married, Edith,, 
the eldest daughter of Henry Dunklcy, L. 
L. I). , for many years editor of the Ex- 
aminer, and came to 15. C. about ten years 
ago. A widow and one child are loft to - 
lament an affectionate husband and father.- 

A great many people in Victoria were 
grieved to hear, yesterday, that Mr. EL 
Cook, a well-known mercantile man and 
Eou-iu-law of Mr.. Jacob Lenz, hud died sud- 
denly, early in the morning, at the Jubilee 
Hospital. Tho deceased, who has for the- 
past six months been proprietor of tho Wel- 
lington store, bought fiom the Messrs. 
Dunsmuir & Sons, had been feeling ill for 
abnu* ten days, and, ou Tuesday afternoon, 
acting under the advice of his medical at- 
tendunt, took a cab and went to tho Jubi- 
lee Hospital, where ho died, the causs of 
decease being that dreaded disease — capoer. 
Mr. Cook has been in Victoria for five 
years, coming here from Germany, in 18815. 
For the greater portion of that time bo was 
ronneetcd with the wholesale firmofLenz 
k Leiser. He was 58 years of uge nt tho 
time of his death, and leaves a sorrowing 
wife and two children— a sun and daughter.

THE MOST BRILLIANT VICTORY. 

It must bo admitted that a great risk wis 
run by the Hon. Mr. Patterson when lie 
decided to contest a constituency, in which 
a prominent member of tho Opposition was 
returned less than a year ago by a large 
majority. Generally, when a gentleman not 
having a teat in the Legislature, is called to 
the Cabinet, a Bale constituency is found 
for him. Governments in such cases want 
to bo certain of getting their man returned, 
llufc there was no certainty in this West 
Huron election. It was a most vouture- 
tome thing to attempt to overcome so large 
a majority as 379. lint Mr. Patterson 
tried it and succeeded. A change of nearly 
400 votes in a constituency i« an indication 
of ft chango of opinion that cannot bo gain- 
said. The Government must have had 
great faith in the goodness of their cause, 
when they ventured to contest Mr. M. C. 
Cameron's eeat. This is tho most brilliant 
victory of tho by-election campaign. It 
olLirds sti iking evidence, both of tho 
strength of the Government, and of the 
demoralization of the Opposition. 



THE FISHERY COMMISSION. 

The moro wo read of tho evidence taken 
beforo tho Fishery Commission the more 
strongly are wo convinced that is has 
opened its proceedings at an unfavorable 
time. For the Commission to sit whilo the 
Legislative Assembly is in session— its 
Speaker being one of its members— is so 
olearly a mistake that we are altogether at 
a loss to sco how it could have been com- 
mitted. Any one at all capable of reflcctien 
must have Been that, if the work of the 
Commission went on during tho Session, 
Mr. Uiggins' duties as Speaker, muat clasli 
with his duties as Commissioner. If three 
Commissioners aro needed at all, tho time 
of meeting should be so chosen that they all 
could be present at all the sittings. It is 
doing Mr. Higgiufl a very glaring injustice 
to ussumo that, for a cousiderablo part of 
the time in which tho Commission is pursu- 
ing its enquiries, its work can be done as 
well without him as with him. We believe 
that tho absence of that gentleman at any 
sitting of the Commission is a very Beriom 
los3. His presence is, we aro satisfied, 
needed for the proper conduct of tho busi- 
ness of the Commission. 

Hut, independently of this blunder of con- 
vening the Commission whilo the Legislature 
is in session, aserious mistake has teen made 
in its pursuing its inquiries befonfthe fishing 
ncacon had commenced. If the Commission 
sat daring that season its members would 
have ocular evidence, and tho evidence of 
experience, with respect to many things of 
which they can now get information by only 
oral testimony from witnesses, some of whom 
muy bo prejudiced, and others may be 
wholly in.fi t to give evideuco on tho sub- 
ject, The Commissioners could, during tho 
fishing season, obtain evidenco on matters 
of which they could not get a personal 
knowledge, aa woll us they can now, unci 
they would have opportunities of coming to 
lound and sensible conclusions after seeing 
tho canneries ill operation, which aro not 
within their reach at this season of the year. 
It does seem singular that, having tho 
ohauco of seeing with their own oyca how 
tho salmon fishing is conducted, tho author- 
ities should deliberately prefer testimony 
which i3 less reliable and in every way less 
satisfactory. Although wc are not ready to 
declare that "seeing is believing" invari- 
ably, we know that more knowledge can bo 
gained of a subject, such as tho catching and 
canning of salmon, by a few hours' personal 
observation, than by volumes of testimony 
of oven competent and disinterested wit- 
nosaos. It may bo objected that now regu- 
lations are required for tho coming season, 
and that thero is no timo to be lost. This 
appears to ub to ho a very lamo oxcuso for 
undue haste and tin incomplete enquiry. No 
groat harm could oomo of going on for an- 
other year under last years regulations, and 



A PEACEFUL INVASION. 

Tho Chinese are, it appears, giving Rus- 
sia much annoyance. Th.re is an overflow 
of Chinese from their own country into tho 
dominions of the Cztr. That part of Asiatic 
Russia which borders Cliini is fertile and 
well- watered. It is described ns a tempt- 
ing field for emigration. The Chineso 
know good land when they seo it as well as 
tho men of any other nation, and this Due 
Russian country is temptingly near them. 
All they have to do is quietly to cross tho 
boundary, in email companies, with their 
household goods and their farming imple- 
ments, and settle comfortably in the thinly- 
peopled country. This process, it appears, 
has been going on for somo time, and there 
is now quite a large colony of Chineso on 
the Russian sido of tho line. 

Tho inhabitants of the country, who, wo 
presun.c, are Russianized Tartars, look 
upon tho Chinese invasion with disliko and 
tilurm. They seo the invaders gradually in- 
creasing in numbers and they know that 
behind them is a practie-.lly innumerable 
ho3t of their countrymen. They fear 
that tho Chinese will swarm into their 
country in such numbers aa to becomo 
virtually its posses ors. They liavo there- 
fore in several places attempted to drive 
away tho Chinamen, and thero have been 
quite a number of riots in tho border coun- 
try. Tho Russian Government has taken 
no part in tho anti-Chineso movement, but 
soldiers, whou they havo boon olT duty, 
have been seen to join tho Russian rioters. 
All that tho authorities havo clono is to 
proclaim an exclusion ordinance, forbidding 
natives of China, under severe penalties, to 
enter Russian territory without a permit 
This i3 not likely, along such a stretch of 
frontier, to do much towards preventing 
Chineso immigration. Tho upshot of the 
unpleasuntness will, in all probability, be a 
war between Russia and China. It will 
most likely bo staved off until after the 
great Siberian railway is constructed. For 
with out it Russia will hardly bo in a posi- 
tion to go to war with so distant a country 
as China. Tho result of such a war, if the 
numbers on both sides were anything like 
equal, would be easy to foretell. Hut as 
tho seat of war will bo in or near China, 
and us that country has an unlimited supply 
of men, and would not bo much the worse 
for a little blood-letting, it is not eo certain 
as at first sight appears, who will come out 
of the struggle victor. Besides, China may 
then havo powerful allies. Who knows? 

A DETERMINED STATESMAN. 

It was thought that whou Lord Salis- 
bury Bpoke at Exeter he would give some 
hint as to when r< dissolution might be ex 
peeled, but he did nothing of the kind. He 
did say something about the dissolution, but 
aa to whether it would bo this year or next 
year ho left his hearers altogether in tho 
dark. Those, whether frienda or oppon 
ents, w ho looked to him for a sign were dis 
appointed. 

The Premier alluded in a good humored 
way to what bis opponents were saying 
about the course ho ought to pursue in view 
of the bye-elections that had recently taken 
place, and he gave his hearers to know that 
he was cot disposed to follow their ad 
vice or accede to their demands. He Slid, 
however, that ho was convinced that a gen- 
eral election would settle nothing as regards 
the Irish question. Speaking of tho Ros 
sendale and the South Molton elections and 
certain calculations that had been made he 
said : 

" Therefore, if the opinion of the con- 
stituencies in the country has changed to 
the ex tent which it has iu Rossendalo tmd also 
in South Molton you certainly will havo a 
Unionist majority ut tho next election 
But iu any case I have said that the next 
election will be followed by others. I do 
not regurd that election as being the turn- 
ing point or a final election. I should 
regard it, whichever way it turns, a3.tho 
early stage in a long protracted struggle. 
Wc, at all events, have no intention to 
desist from our efforts in consequence of n 
transitory reverse (cheers). We arc deeply 
convinced that this matter of union or 
Irelund with England concerns tho deepest 
interests of our country, and wo should 
hold ourselves unworthy of tho position to 
which we luive aspired and tho cause we 
havo undertaken if we did not continuo by 
all legitimate means in our power the con- 
test to the very end, before we admit that 
we havo failed." 

This is tho language of a statesman of 
deep convictions and unswerving deter- 
mination. A mere politician would In 
m ule little of tho strength of his opponents, 
and aaaured his hearers of victory. The 
British Premier did not hide from his 
followers that tho opposition was formidable, 
and that a reverso waa possible, but he 
assured them that, whether victorious or 
defeated, ho and the party ho led would 
continuo to do what they could to maintain 
tho integrity of the Empire Thero woult 
be no flinching, no wavering, no com 
promise on their part. The motto of the 
English Unionist Purty is evidently " 
surrender I" 



AN AGITATED COLONY- 

An article in tho February number of tho 
Contemporary Review, " White and Black 
in Natal," by Harrictto E, Colonso, and A, 
Werner, makes it quite clear why it is 
that tho Homo Government hesitates to ex 
toncl to Natal tho powers and privileges of 
responsible government. There is in that 
colony, a very large number of natives, who 
havo no political privileges, and who aro 
governed by their own laws blunderingly 
Interpreted, and badly administered, by 
men who havo no cxporionco in tho per- 
formance of tho duty of mugistrata. Seven- 
teen years ago Bishop Colcnso said of these 
Africans s— " Tho natives of Natal, 330,000 



of tho Queen's subjects, may at the present 
time bo ' oaten up ' beaten, killed, trans- 
ported, with or without triul, at tho mere 
will of tho supremo chief." Tho supreme 
chief is, under British rule, tho Lieut. - 
Governor. Ho takes tho plaeo of the 
paramount chief who was said to bo "above 
all law in his own tribo ; ho has tho power 
of life unci death, and is supposed to do no 
wrong." Tho man who represents this chief 
aiul who wields this absolute power is often 
some half-educated youth who emigrated 
to Africa in search of i\ career, and who, 
unablo to make a living in any other way, 
gets a government appointment.- 

' What does such a man know — or caro 
to know— of native laws and customs. His 
knowledge of the language— even if he is 
considered independent of a clerk or inter- 
preter— is seldom sufficient to guard him 
gainst gross blunders of ono kind and 
nother, A ease comes up heforo him 
for decision under native hew. H-.< is utter- 
ly in tho dark as to its merits: he is pro- 
bably patient and conscientious beyond tho 
average if he takes the slightest trouble to 
get nt tho bare facts. His method ia u 
sufficiently simple and easy one. Ho asks 
tho nearest available native — 'is likely as 
not his own personal attendant — what is 
usually done in the tribo under such circum- 
stances? The" boy "iu question may or 
may not bo an unimpeachable authority on 
points of law and usage; at any rate, sup- 
posing him to be thoroughly well up in all 
the traditions of the elders, ho can only bo 
so as regards his own district, which 
may be miles away. Tho chances 
arc that his answers, even if 
correct, will be utterly inapplicable 
to tho case iu hand; but that is ull one 
to the magistrate.' 

Whero " justice " is administered in this 
way, it is not surprising that abuso3 should 
assume very largo proportions and that 
reform should bo demanded. But tho Colo- 
nial M mister does not seem to think that 
it would bo a reform to hand over the three 
hundred thousand or so of Africans to the 
tender mercies of 40,000 European settlers, 
and it would be rash to siy ho ia wrong. 
Tho Licut.-Govcrnor now exercises the pre- 
rogatives of Supremo Chief, but he is respon- 
sible only to tho Colonial office. Ho is a 
despot, it is true, but he is only ono despot. 
If a constitutional Government were granted 
to Natal tho Governor would ho shorn of his 
powers, which would then bo wielded by 
his responsible advisers. And Lord Knuts- 
ford evidently believes that tho natives stand 
a better chanco of being well used under a 
singlo absolute ruler than under a large 
number of petty tyrants.

Tho Matron of the Re3ouo Home, on 
Cormorant street, has returned from Van- 
couver, whore she went for tho purpose of 
inducing a young Chinawoman, living on 
Dupont street to enter tho Home This 
young woman is supposeil to be atllicted 
with leprosy, though the wdiito doctors say 
she is not, and hence, sho is ineligible for 
admission to tho Refuge. 'The Chincso 
doctor, Liu Yik Pang, who has seen many 
cases of leprosy in the Orient, says that ho 
never saw a more certain case. 



The Changes or Time. 

Mr. Win. McKeou, of the Oriental, re- 
turned the other duy from a fivo weeks' 
visit to California. During his stay he 
made a trip into the Sierra Nevada Moun- 
tains, where ho mined in the early days 
with Major Downie, Charles: York, of 
Nanaimo, (now dead); Capt. Lloyd, who 
now pilots tho San Francisco boats, iinel ,!. 
Reese, of Cbilliwaok, this was at Folsam 
iu Sierra Co. Where he had washed the 
surface for gold aro now pleasant vineyards 
and a prosperous town.

Hero he saw at the station ono day passing 
through to tho Union Iron Works, of San 
Frunoitco, a fifty ton gun, carried on a 
specially constructed car.

The Provincial Government Asked to 
Establish a Lazaretto 
for Lepers. 



Routine Business— Donation to the 
Old Peoples' Home From tho 
Iron Moulders. 

The City Council met, last night, there 
being present His Worship Mayor Beavcn, 
in the choir, and Aid. Hunter. Baker, 
Munn, Devlin, McKillican, Styles, Lovell, 
Hall, and Humber. Minutes of last meet- 
ing were read and adopted. 

Reforo tho communications wero read, 
the Mayor said ho had been handed a nolo, 
enclosing a small sum of money for tho Old 
Peoples' Homo, from tho iron moulders of 
the Albion Iron Works. Tho money was 
placed in the City Clerk's hands. Ho will 
acknowledge receipt. 

Communications, as follows, were received 
und disposed of as noted, viz: From tho 
Secretary of tho Hoard of Underwriters, 
asking that tho Council sco that 
all fires bo iuquiretl into — rofor- 
red to Fire committee for report; 
from H. Hayes, Secretary Union Club — re- 
ferred to City Clerk for reply ; from the 
Sewerage Engineer re right of way for 
sewers through certain property — referred 
to Sewerage Committee for report j from 
Dominion Sanitary Company re crematory, 
enclosing now contract for acceptance, and 
promising that on receipt of advice of ac- 
ceptance of oamo Mr. Andrew Engle, their 
president unel superintendent of construc- 
tion, will start for Victoria to commence 
construction— referred to the Sanitary Com- 
mittee with power to act ; from City Clork 
reporting on communications referred to 
Street Committee — tabled. 

PETITIONS. 

A petition wus received from the fruit 
dealers of Victoria protesting against fruit 
hawkers being granted licenses to peddle 
their goods through the public streets, and 
suggesting that the hawkers be compelled 
to "sell at the city market only. 

Ai.d. Hunter thought this was a matter 
which the Council should take hold of with 
a firm hand and put n stop to. These 
hawkers should bj driven off tho streets and 
into the market. The practice of peddling 
on tho public streets was a gross injustice 
to regular dealers. He thought that tho 
matter should bo referred to tho Market 
committee, and as a member of that com- 
mittee would say that ho would use every 
endeavor to put a stop to the business. 

Ai.d. D&VLIN said thut this wa3 a difficult 
mutter to bundle, owing to tho men having 
been granted hawker's licenses. Ho thought 
the police should keep them moving. 

The MAYOR drew attention to tho by-law 
re exposing goods for sale on tho street. 

Ald. Munn moved that tho petition bo 
referred to the Police committee with power 
to act. 

A petition was received from the residents 
of James Bay asking for tho uso of a trian- 
gular piece of ground on the north-east side 
of Beacon Hill paik, about two acres in urea, 
for the purpose of making lawn tennis 
courts, w hich would not bo fenced in, but 
kept us public ground for purpose. Re- 
ferred to Park committee, with power to 
act. 

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 

The Finance committee reported payment 
of a number of accounts amounting to 
$S-ll S.'l on account of educational purposes. 
Report received and adopted. Also pay- 
ment of accounts amounting SIH.oO, paid in 
accordance with resolution of January 
22ud, 189:2. Theso aud miscellaneous 
accounts paid were confirmed. 

The Streets committee reported, recom- 
mending improvements, sidewalks, etc., to 
the estimated cost of S.'i'JO. Report adopted. 

The Chief of Police reported, through tho 
Polico committee, recommending that tend- 
ers be called for supplies of summer cloth- 
ing, waterproofs, etc., amounting to §924- 

Au>. Devlin enquired if the money was 
on hand to pay for the-.-o supplies. 

Ald. Humber replied that the supplies 
were necessary, ami the money would be on 
hand next May to pay the bill. If not, and 
the tailors would not givo more time, he 
would pay the bills himself. 

The Special committee appointed to op- 
pose the charter amendment of the Esqui- 
malt Waterworks company, reported what 
they had done. 

The report was received and adopted, 

Ald. Munn asking that every member of 
tho Board of Aldermen thould assist iu 
opposing the bill now before the Legislature. 
OTHER BUSINESS. 

Aid. Munn moved, seconded by Aid. 
Devlin : That the City Engineer bo in- 
structed no prepare an estimate of tho cost 
of opening up Wallace street to Humboldt, 
or Vancouver street, antl report same to 
this council. 

Ald. STYLES said he had stepped this 
piece of ground. It would measure about a 
third of an aero, and at assessed price of 
$3000 per acre would cost, say, $1000. 

Ald. MUNN said ho wanted to have the 
City Engineer's report, to us to find out 
exactly what tho cost would bo. He 
thought it would bo impossible to enfoico 
tho by law against drawing heavy loads 
through tho park until the new road was 
opened up. 

ALD. HUNTER said there had b?en a good 
deal more talk about hc-.vy loads being 
drawn through the park than there was any 
occasion for. 

Ald. Hum unit objected to the expendi- 
ture of uny more money for opening up new 
roads until full enquiry into the necessities 
of tho case should Ijc made. City money 
might ho belter spent, us a goneral rule, in 
other ways. 

The motion carried. 

Ald. Lovell moved, seconded by Ald. 
Hall, that the City Clerk and Waterworks 
Commissioner bo asked to produce, for the 
uso of this Council, ull contracts, agree- 
ments, or other pipers, respecting tho 21 
inch or other waier mains now laid on or 
near the Saanich road. Carried. 

Ald. Munn moved, seconded by Aid. 
Lovell that, whereas, the Dominion Gov- 
ernment bus refused to make any provision 
for tho caro, guarding and seggregating^of 
lepers within the province, and have alleged 
that the matter ia one placed entirely with- 
in tho control of the Provincial Government 
under tho B. N. A Act ; and, whereas, tho 
safe keeping, guarding antl seggregating of 
lepers is necessary to the protection of the 
people of tho city of Victoria, and of the 
province generally, from a loathesomo 
disease. — Therefore, bo it resolved, that the 
representatives of tho city in the Legisla- 
ture, bo requested to urge upon tho Govern- 
ment the justico and necessity of establish- 
ing and maintaining a lazaretto at Daroey 
Island, or some other place, and of making 
regulations for tho apprehension of lepers, 
and for ihoir confinement to the lazaretto, 

In moving tho above resolution Aid. 
Munn explained tho history of tho matter 
up to date, reading from the correspondence 
which had passed between tho Dominion 
Government and Dominion members on tho

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PROVINCIAL LEGISLATURE. 

Second Session of tho Sixth Parlia- 
ment. 

SIXTEENTH DAY. 

Wednesday, Feu. 24, 1892. 
The Spcuker took tho chair at 2 o'clock. 
Prayers by Rov. J. E. Gurdncr. 

PETITIONS. 

Tho following petitions were read and re- 
ceived, viz: From G. B. Wright and others, 
to incorporate the Kootcnny Lake Gcnerul 
Hospital; abd from tho New Westminster 
and Viincnuver Short Lino Railway Com- 
pany for n private bill. 

REPORTS OK COMMITTEES. 

Col. Bakeil icported from tho Standing 
committee on railways, requesting that bills 
relating to tramways be reterred to the Rail- 
way committee, Report received. 

RETURN BROUGHT DOWN. 

Hoy. Mr. Robson brought down a re- 
turn of papers asked for in connection with 
the Slocan Lake land reserve 

RESOLUTION OF CONDOLENCE. 

Hon. Mr. RtiBSON moved the suspension 
of the rules by consult, for tho purpose of 
moving a resolution of condolence with Her 
Majesty the Queen, in the loss sustained by 
the death of the Duke of Clarence. 

On the rules being suspended, 

Hon. Mr. RuBSON' moved, seconded by 
Hon. Mr. Heaven, that the following ad- 
dress of condolence bo passed : 

"May It Please Your Majesty : 

" We, Your Majesty's loyal and dutiful 
subjects, tho members of tho Legislative 
Assembly of B.C. in Parliament assembled, 
desire humbly to tender to Your Majesty 
and tho members of the Royal Family, 
assurances of our profound sorrow and 
heartfelt sympathy for the great loss Your 
llajcsly and tho nation have sustained by 
the death of H.R.H. the Duke of_ Clarence 
and Avondulc. Though geographically dis- 
tant fromj tho centre of Your Majesty's 
Empire, the people of B.C. have ever been 
most devotedly attached to Your Majesty's 
royal person and family, and the sudden 
and untimely death of the lamented Prince 
has plunged them in deepest grief. We 
thereforo venture to hope that Your Ma- 
jesty ami the Royal Family will bo graci 
ously pleased to accept this humble, but 
loyal nud sinceis, assurance of our sorrow 
and sympathy in the allliction which the 
Supreme Rufor, in his inscrutable provid- 
ence, has permitted to befall Vour Majesty." 
SUPPLY. 

Hon. Mr. Turner moved tht House into 
Commit ti e of the Whole to grant Supply to 
Her Majesty. 

Tho House went into committee, and, 
having passed Supply, reported. 

Report received, and it was resolved that 
the House go into committee on Monday 
next to consider Supply. 

CATTLE RANGES ACT. 

Col. BAKER introduced a bill to amend 
the Cuttle Ranges Act. Bill read a first 
time ; second reading, Monday next. 

SALE OF FORT SIMPSON LANDS. 

Db. Milne movtd, seconded by Hon. Mr 
Beaven, "thut a select committee, com- 
posed of Messrs. Booth, Seinlin, Cotton, 
Stoddart, Rogers, and the mover, be ap- 
pointed for tho purposo of enquiring into 
all the circumstances connected with the 
application and sale of lands at Fort Simp- 
son and vicinity, during tho years 1889, 
1800, 1891, and 1892." 

Hon. Mr. RobsoN said that he thought 
the House should consider well the advis- 
ability of what they wero doing before they 
appointed select committees and incurred 
the expense that would be thereby entailed 
in the way of stenographers' fees, etc. He 
v/ub infnniu d, he paid, that there had been 
no sales of land in the vicinity of Fort 
Simpson, with which tho Land Department 
hud iiiiyiliing to do, since a case was be- 
foro the courts last year. Hon. members 
would recall the fuct that there had been a 
libel suit between a certain newspaper, as 
defendunt, and tho Chief Commissioner of 
Lands and Works, as pluint IT. Was it pos- 
sible, he wished to know, that tho House 
'proposed to appoint a committee to enquire 
into a matter that had been already ex- 
amined into by tho Supreme Court of the 
Province If so, he could seo no object to 
bo gained thereby. In the case in court to 
which he referred, he eaid thoie had been a 
special incentive on tho part of the defend- 
ants to make tlio enquiry as complete as 
possible, and, he had no doubt, they had 
left no stone unturned to achieve this result. 
Tho matters the House now proposed to 
enquire into had been thoroughly sifted in the 
court3 of justice, where all the witnesses were 
CXanjiu&u lit. tier oath, and were severely and 
critically cross examined for tho purpose of 
impugning the action of the Chief Com- 
missioner of Lands and Works and of the 
Government. After all this had been done, 
and after the courts hud decided upon the 
matter, no one could honestly think tint it 
would be necessary for the House to puss a 
resolution calling for an enquiry. Unless 
tho lion, member (Dr. Milne) could show 
some reasons for a further enquiry, he (Mr. 
Robson) would feel compelled to oppose the 
resolution. 

Hon. Mi!. BEAVEN said that he supported 
the n solution because he did not think the 
whole matter was inquired into in the 
Supremo Court, and even if it were, it 
would still be quite in oider for tho House 
to appoint a select committee to enquire 
into the matter, for was not Parliament the 
highest court of tho province, and was it not 
one of thcspicial functions of members of 
tho House thiil they should institute an en- 
quiiy into matters of grave public import, 
and when there was any claim of malad- 
ministration. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said he saw no possible 
object in having a new enquiry by the 
select committee proposed, as nothing had 
transpired since the whole matter had been 
ventilated in the Courts. He referred to u 
long enquiry that had taken place by a 
select committee of tho House in 188G, the 
evidence of which nearly tilled tho sessional 
records, and was, he ventured to say, 
scarcely - ever referred to, if referred to 
at nil. 

Mr. Keith supported tho resolution. 
He said, thut for his own p u t, he would 
liko to have tho fullest information possible 
on tho matter. 

Mr. Booth protested against tho passage 
of a resolution calling for unnecessary en- 
quiries. The business of tho Homo in com- 
mittee wus increasing to such an extent, 
already, that it was taking up nearly all 
the time of the members, unel he, for one, 
would not sit on any more committees this 
session. He thought, too, that when an 
hon. member of tho House asked for the 
appointment of a seleet commtttco, to 
enqu.ro into any matter, ho should 
give his reasons as to why the 
enquiry was deemed necessary. He 
(Mr. Booth) decidedly objected to the 
appointment of "fishing committees." If 
there was anything wrong, let tho hon. 
member formulate his charges ami lay them 
before the members of tho House, and then 
it would bo plouty of time to go into the 
question and unpoint a select coinmitteo to 
mako tho enquiry. 

Di». Milne closed the debate. He claimed 



that his object in moving for tho appoint- 
ment of a committee was to bring out all 
the facts of the caso and then, if the Hon. 
Chief Commissioner of Lands and Works 
had not been guilty of any improper acts, 
he would bo exonerated. 

Tho i esolution was negatived on tho fol- 
lowing division :

Mr. Brown introduced a bill to amend 
tho B. C. Railway Act. Bill read a first 
time, second reading on Monday next. 

MUNICIPAL ACT AMENDMENT. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven introduced a bill to 
amend the Municipal Act of 1891. Bill 
reael a first time, second reading next sitting 
of the House. 

BILLS ASSENTED TO. 

His Honor the Lieut.-Governor attended 
tho House at 3 o'clock, and, in tho name of 
Her Majesty, gave ussent to tho following 
bills : 

An Act respecting the Constitution Act. 

An Act to amend tho Companies' Act. 

An Act to amend tho Magistrates' Act. 

An Act to amend the Land Ast. 

An Act to remove eloubts us to the valid- 
ity of tho Victoria city election. 

ESQU1MALT WATERWORKS COMPANY. 

Dr. Milne resumed the adjourned debato 
on tho second reading of tho Esquimult 
Waterworks Bill. In a Bpeech of consider- 
able length ho claimed that it was clear 
that from previous legislation the City of 
Victoria was entitled to obtain water from 
any stream within the 20 mile limit, and 
that no private company should bo allowed 
to come and take away this privilege. The 
day was not far distant when it would be 
necessary for tho city of Victoria to secure 
a great (leal moro water than it had com- 
mend of at present. Ho went fully into 
the question of pumping water, and threw 
a good deal of light on it, and asked tho 
House to vote against the bill on the ground 
that ' Victoria should bo first considered, 
having had prior privileges. 

Mr CROFT said that, if the debate were 
adjourned, he would introduce an amend- 
ment to tho bill guaranteeing the city of 
Victoria all rights to water from Guldstream 
R ver, or would agree to sell tho water to 
Victoria at 10 ceuti per 1,000 gallons or 
some like figure. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven said that this pro- 
posal to sell to the city of Victoi ia, what 
already belonged to tho city, was simply 
another proof of tho sublime cheek of the 
company. 

Hon. i\Iit. Vernon, said it '.vas evident, 
from the discussion that had already taken 
place, that the question of whether the bill 
should pass or not, was a serious one, and 
for his part, ho was not yet satisfied as to 
which weiy tho House should in justice 
decide. There was one thing of which he 
was, however, thoroughly satisfied, and 
that was that tho interests of the city of 
Victoria, must bo protected, and not 
only protected for the time being, but pro- 
tecteel in such a way thut, for all 
time to come, the city would have 
plenty of available watir. But it wa3 also 
a fact that the interests of Esquimalt should 
be protected in exactly tho same way, and 
ho ( Mr. Vernon) thought that tho matter 
came down to one of adjustment between 
tho corporation of tho city of Victoria and 
tho company which was promoting this 
bill. He was quite satisfied that amend- 
ments could be introduced that would meet 
ill tho objections that had been raised. 
With this object in view, he moved tho ad- 
journment of the debate. 

After remarks by Messrs. Semlin and 
Cotton, tho debate was adjourned. 

NELSON WATERWORKS BILL. 

Mr. KELLIE moved thescconel reading of 
tho Nelson Waterworks Bill. 

Mr. Hunter said that, on tho broad prin- 
ciple that there was water enough and for 
all, ho would support tho bill. 

Hon. Mr. RoBSON said that it wus argued 
that the Legislature shoulel not pass the 
bill, on tho ground that the powers tho com- 
pany would have, were such as would only 
be granted to the corporation of Nelson. 
He explained that it might bo one year or 
two years befo:e tho town of Nelson be- 
came incorporated, and in tho meantime it 
was necessary that there should be a good 
wate r supply.' 

Hon. Slit. Beaven opposed tho principle 
of the bill on the ground that the Govern- 
ment should bo careful about giving uway 
rights to public streams. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon went into the question 
fully, and explained that so long as the city 
had a fair chunco to buy tho works at a 
roesouable advance on the co3t of construc- 
tion, there could be no danger of a monopoly 
being created. 

Mr. Keith supported the bill on general 
principles, but opposed certain clauses. 

Mr. IlooTII also supported the bill, and, 
after speeches by various members, the sec- 
ond reading of the bill was carried. 

Hon. Mr. Robson moved that this House 
at its rising shonhl stand adjourned until 
Tuesel .i y. 

The House adjourned at 5:30 p. m. 
notices ok motion. 

Mr. Hall— That tho Lieut.-Governor 
be asked to point out to the Dominion Gov- 
ernment the urgent necessity for providing 
an cllicicnt mail service on tho Northern 
Coast route of the province by steamers of 
good spued and assurance, equal in all res- 
pects to American steamers plying to Alas- 
ka.

Victoria Sealers Heard From, via 
Portland— First In the Alaska 
Excursion Field. 



Tug Naitio of tho Mysterious Schooner 
at Carraanali Point Still Uu- 
known— Dominion's Cargo- 



Ai.oko tub Water Front. Feb. 24. 

The cargo of tho condemned lurk Domin- 
ion, consisting of 900,000 feet of well 
seasoned lumber fiom the Hustings mills, 
will, on the 2nd of March, bo sold by 
auction eh bloc, as it lies on the wharf at 
Esquimalt. 

Tho name of the American schooner 
taking Vancouver Island native hunters at 
Carmanah Point, is not yet known, but the 
schooner Victoria, which left for the West 
Coast, yesterday, has orders lo supply the 
desired information to the customs authori- 
ties us soou as possible. An American 
schooner violating the law as this one is said 
to have dnnu is liable to punishment on her 
return to either an American or a British 
port, 

A special from Astoria to the Portland 
Oregonian, dated Feb. 20, says : The seal- 
ing schooner Anaconda arrived in this ufter- 
noon and reports tho presence of six sealers 
off the mouth of the Columbia, Of the 
fleet the Sea Lion has 1U0 skins, the E. 15. 
Marvin, 12S, the Henry Dennis, 103, the 
Walter E. Eirle, 9, and the U..»briua, 100. 
The Anaconda bus seventy-three skins. 
Tho W. P. Say ward is also off the mouth 
of the rivor, but her catch is not known. 
Tho Meet has experienced some very high 
weather; tho Umbrina and tho Anaconda 
each loss two boats, but no men, and all of 
the other vessels wero damaged. The 
schooner Cutter sailed from Neah bay for 
this city Jan. 17, and has not been heard of 
since. Sho is undoubtedly lost, with her 
crow of three ir.cn. Tho fleet aro all re- 
ported busily engaged shooting seals off tho 
mouth of tho river. In bad weather tho 
schoonera stay south near this point when 
fur seals arc plentiful. 

Rumor has it that a schooner of small 
sizo is ashore near Race Rocks, and tho re- 
turn of a tug boat. from that district is 
looked for with interest, us it will bring con- 
firmation or denial of tho report. 

It appears that the Queen und her com- 
panion steamers will havo ull the opposition 
they want this season and that tho 0. P. N. 
Co. are to bo first in the field. Tho project 
of tho home cornpauy was referred to at 
longth in tho Colonist some six months 
ago, and Capt. John Irving now says that 
he expects to despatch tho first Alaska 
excursion steamer sometime in May — 
whether it is to bo tho Islander or the Pre- 
mier is not yet decided. The old line of 
steamers will not get into service before 
June, so tho Canadian company will enjoy 
tho honor of having tho first boats running 
this season. 

Steamer Uarbara Boscowitz will not sail 
for fort fciinipion and way ports until to- 
morrow evening. She will have a medium 
cargoand quite a large numberof passengers. 

Steamer T. \V. Carter left for Port San 
J nan to day. 

Steamer Alert brought in a scow load of 
coal from Nunaimo, to-day. 

Steamer Angeles arrived over from Port 
Angeles, to-day, with SU0 sacks of potatoes. 

Steamer Tepic came in, to-day, from the 
North, with a boom of logs in tow. 
j^The work of testing the pontoons, to sec 
if they can stand a sullicient pressure still 
goes ou, and it is fjund that several will 
have to be re-caulked. This will not ne- 
cessitate their being put on the beach or on 
the ways, as the job can be done while 
they aro afloat, by turning each side up as 
it is wanted. 

Neurly all the sealers havo cleared, and 
there now only remain a few schooners in 
port. . Up to date, 39 echooncrs have left 
port, on which have gone nearly 000 men, 
not including Indians. 

Tho two vessels sighted at Carmanah 
Point, yesterday, prove to be both bouud 
for American ports. Another inbound ship 
was, however, reported to have been sight- 
ed at o'clock, this morning. 

Tho North Pacific brought over from tho 
Sound, this morning, 0U0 sheep for John 
Parker. 

Tho bark Argyleshire, cousigned to James 
Crawford, was reported coming in this even- 
ing, with general cargo from Glasgow, to bo 
discharged at Sanion's wharf. Tho Ther- 
mopylae is also thought to bo close at hand.

New Westminster, Feb. 24. — Tho Royal 
Commission sat this morning at 10 o'clock, 
but witnessts wcro scarce, and it is proba- 
ble the commission will adjourn to-morrow 
to meet again in Victoria. Albert Fader, 
Vancouver, a British-Canadian, said he bad 
been here nearly four years, and had carried 
on tho business of a. fish merchant. He 
thought an annual close season affected the 
quantity of salmon on the coa3t ; tho system 
was good ; ho owned a steamer for deep sea 
fishing ; had asked for u license to fish on 
tho - Eraser, but was refused. Ho wished 
for one in order to supply Ealmon in con- 
nection with his fishing business ; through 
not having a license for the Fraser, his busi- 
ness was hampered a great deal. The only 
way to catch salmon in clear water 
was with aeines. Preventing seining 
at tho mouth of rivers was affect- 
ing his business very much. No other 
net was suitable in clear water, but this 
class, as they would never get a fish other 
wise; would use this net at the mouth of 
rivers. A seine net might be Btretohed 200 
yards ; a seine net is thirty to fifty fathoms 
the mesh is about two to four inches ; 
sockeyo salmon is the principal salmon 
caught in seino nets ; have seen seine nets 
used on this coast. . The fish caught wero 
sockeyo salmon, Bounders and herring ; the 
Balmon were about seven or eight pound 
fish ; did not seo uny small salmon caught ; 
had seen small salmon on the market in 
March, never saw a seino drawn at night ; 
did not think tho fishermen up 
North could make a success of 
fishing unless they could use the 
seino not ; seino net fishing, in his opinion, 
would not reduce the quantity of fish, as 
salmon hero will not lead. Salmon in tho 
East always run east, but hero they run in 
all directions, The sain. on here is a plain 
fish, while it is in tho East a leading fish. 
Every salmon here keep3 to its own liver, 
and knows it ; there is quite a big differ- 
ence between Eraser River fish and the 
North Con3t salmon ; did not think that 
every salmon that went up the river 
spawned. The rivers north had salmon 
sooner than this river. Tho melting of 
snow off tho mountains does not affect all 
tho British Columbia rivers, and make 
them muddy; had never sloii tho Eraser 
River clear. If seine nets wero not al- 
lowed, the industry of catching sea salmon 
would have to stop ; the Qsll caught wero 
good for the market, and also for salting ; 
had heard it said that the salmon died when 
it was four years of ago ; did not think the 
fish died after spawning ; did not know if 
they fish on Sundays up north; salt water 
licenses should allow fishing to the head- 
lands, or inside of the Fraser lighthouse, 

Charlie Capiluno, chief of the Musquams, 
was next examined. Ho complained that 
some of iiis tribe could not get licenses, only 
about ten of them being able to procure 
them, aud fish on tho North Arm of the 
Fraser under tho same conditions as the 
white men. They always fish for the can- 
neries; their wages are S'J per day for net 
men; the nets aro too deep, and thus kill 
many fish; the usual size of the Indians' net 
is about 2o meshes deep, and most of the 
white men's are 00 meshes deep. The 
average number of fish caught per boat was 
5,000 of sickeyes; tho price received per 
fish was 15 cents. Salmon aro not now so 
plentiful as when he was a youth ; 
tho length and depth of the nets destroyed 
the fish ; he thought dee]) nets would de- 
plete the rivers of fish ; had seen many dead 
salmon floating down the creeks and livers; 
did not think it right to throw dead salmon 
back into the river. Sometimes the can- 
ners give the Indians tho surplus fi*h ; have 
een largo' quantities of dead fish in tho 
water a3 the result of over catching; con- 
sider offal detrimental to salmon fishing ; 
believed that everybody would get sick if 
the offal wero thrown in tho river. Tic 
said some of his people were made ill from 
using the water; he preferred the spring 
salmon to the sookeye for his own use. Sun- 
day fishing should be prohibited ; the 
spring salmon spawn up the river toward 
the fall, and all other kinds about the same 
time. About half the salmon that went up 
the river never returned; they would make 
more money by having a license of their 
own than by working for the canneries. 

Franklin Wright, dealer in fi h, objected 
to an opposition dealer bavins licenses while 
fie couiu get none ; lie depended principally 
on Spring salmon for tho export trade ; 
other dealers liaviiig license s seriously handi- 
capped him in his business. About five 
licenses would sufiice for bis trade; believed 
that offal in the river did not do any good; 
licenses should be given only to British sub- 
jects or residents. Have tried to export s ilt 
water fish, but only halibut pays. Last 
year there wero 720 cases exported; Spring 
salmon aro Aorth in the Boston ami New 
Voile markets 30 cents per pound, and sock- 
eyo fiom eight cents to fifteen cents per 
pound. '1 he Spring salmon are red in color 
and much more marketable than the white. 
As to trout, the seosen should be open from 
September till the first of March. 

•I. ]'. Marquette, born in Ontario, hud 
lived it British Columbia six yenis; had ful- 
lowed fishing in all its branches. Could not 
obtain a license, but got the use of another 
parti 's lie use, for one of which ho paid §20 
and for another 830. Ho fished at the 
mouth of tin; Hiii ziclough. The quality of 
fish tlu re is us good as at. the mouth of the 
He shipped Bockeyes to Montreal, 



studies tho less bo knows about it. In 
18S5 fish wero plentiful, but no packing waB 
done, as tho market was stagnant. The 
throe last years had been successful, but for 
tho present year failure is predicted. Of 
•190,000 cases, packed in 1890, £90,000 were 
put up on tho Eraser. Ho favored all _ fish- 
ermen having licenses, if British subjects. 
If licenses aro restricted in number to 15 or 
20, to dinners, it would hamper tho busi- 
ness. About GOO boats wero engaged in 
fishing on the Eraser, during tho last three 
years. Ho believed that tho less was 
was paid to Indians tho better for them, 
as they soon squandered their earnings. An 
ordinary net costs from §120 to SM0, end 
a fisherman's outfit costs about §175. Hatch- 
ing is beneficial hero, as it is on I ho Sacra- 
mento River, Cal For instance, shud wero 
unknown in San Francisco some years ngn, 
but now are plentiful there, by reason of 
artificial breeding. Ho favored the idea of 
establishing hatcheries on the Skeena and 
Thompson rivers, for the benefit of ull con- 
cerned. Offal should bo deposited in deeper 
water than it is at present. An oil factory 
is not profitable ; offal is not very produc- 
tive of oil. For sanitaiy reasons offal 
should be deposited in deep water, but it 
does not injure tho fish. Tho net3 decay 
from fish sime and tho heat. Suckers feed 
on the soft particles of offal ; had used 
for domestic purposes water fiom the river, 
but failed to observe uny bad effects. Ho 
did not know that sawdust is injurious. 
Ho believed that individual licenses should 
not bo transferable, tho fees should bo uni- 
form among canners, and also fishermen 
should have a uniform rate. Tho present 
closo season is about right. 1 am, ho con- 
tinued, aware that certain ex iggerations 
existed in the departmental report for 1S90. 
In one particular tho amount of waste was 
exaggerated. 

David Melville, a previ us witness, mide 
a statement that eight immigrants had re- 
turned to Scotland because they could not 
procure u license; this was duo to a bad sys- 
tem of licensing. 

The commission adjourned till 10 o'clock 
to-morrow.

purchased ub low as 4 cts. ouch. Tho average 
weight of salmon was about seven pounds.
